Practically all m erchants have been careful 
in their advertising to avoid the encourage­ 
ment of hoarding and many have sought 
to .stop It by voluntarily lim iting the Kale 
of com m odities for which a buying wave 
developed. 
A great deal of hoarding was directly 
Inspired by official statem ents from W ash­ 
ington on the possibility of a food shortage 
The best opinion is that this country will 
not experience a shortage 
of

food, even though the demand will be ex­

But there is such a thing as 
an artificial shortage created by overbuying 
In anticipation of a .shortage 
When the 
people have become convinced that there 
Is no reason for a buying splurge, they will 
cease this foolish practice
